? HE Kingdom of Dennnark,c COn- 
+; taining that part of the Cimbrick, 
E 3 Cherſoneſe, called faitland, 'Hol- 
- ſtein, a great Shoal of Iſlands, the Prin- 
cipal whereof are Zealand, Funen, and 
| Many more, but of leſs N ote,withthe great 
+ continent of Norway, and the Iles thereof, 
| 4$ Bounded on the Weſt with/'the Main 
| Weſtery Ocean, on the Eaſt with the Bal- 
tick Sea, on the North-Eaſt with part of 
Sweedland , Full-Nerth with the Main 
Frozen Ocean , and on the Sourh with 
Germany, from which it is feperated on the 
South-weſt by the River A4lb;s, and on the 
Soft h-Eaſt by the Trave, a ſmall 1/Fhmus 
or Neck of Land Uniting it to that Con- 
_ tinent. 
It had its Name from the People of thoſe 
many Iſlands which lie together in the Bay 
B OT 
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or G#lph, called Sinxs Codanxs, ( Now the 
Baltick Sea, ) who took -upon them the 
Name of Danes , Extending their Name 
afterwards as they did their Conqueſt, and 
not- from Dan a Fabulous King thereof, 
above a Thouſand years before the Birth 
of our Saviour. 

As for its Poſition in regard of the Hea- 
-yens, part of it lieth within the Vorrherr 


temperate Zone , and part within the 
, Artif Circle ; reaching from the middle 


Parallel of the 10:4 Clime, or 55 Degree 


.of Latitude, where it Joyneth with Ger- 


re Eye CL LL TR 4 + 
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many as far as the 71 Degree , where | 
-the Frozen Ocean is its only Boundary , : 
thus the longeſt Day in the Southern parts | 
hereof, is 17 hours and a quarter : Butin | 
the parts fartheſt North, they have no : 
Night for two whole Months, three Weeks, ' 
one day, and ſome Seaven haurs over ; as ! 
on the Contrary, no Day for the like ſpace ' 
of time, , when the Sun 1s fartheſt diſtant ' 
inthe other Tropick. Thus the Air would | 


be very ſharp and bitter, were it not Tem- 


perated by the warm Vapours of the Sun, | 
by which means in Faitland, Zealand, and 
the Adjoyning Hands, it is not ſo Coldas : 


in places which lie much more Soath. 
Now tho the Land be Natnrally Sterile, 


and affording little beſides Woods and 
Mountains, | 
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of Denmark. '% 
Mountains, yet-the Care and Indaftry o 
the Inhabitants have made it very Fruit- 
ful. H 
Denmark abounds in Rich Paſtures ; 
which Feed ſuch vaſt Numbers of Cattle, 


that it has been ſome times known, that 


1n one Year a Hundred-Thouſand Cows 
and Oxen, have been hence Exported in- 


to Germazy and the Netherlands ; which. 


brings a Vaſt Income to the Kingdom, 


nor do they want excellent Breeds of 
Horſes, that part of it called Oldentar 
eſpecially, Furniſhing the beſt and* fine 
Coach-Horſes of all Exrope. A LTENE 


The Sea Coaſts of Fx:i:/aud, Zealand, an 


other parts of the Daniſh Territories, are 


plied with ſuch Vaſt Shoals of Herrings, 
Plaiſe, Whitings, Cod, and other Fiſh, that 


they are almoſt capable of Hindring the 


Paſſage of Boats and Ships. | 
Nor are their Forreſts leſs ſtocked with 
Veniſon, there being no leſs every Hun- 
ting Seaſon than Fifteen Hundred Bucks 
brought into the Kings Pallaces, beſides 
Vaſt numbers of Wilde Boars, Hares, and 
ſuch like ſort of Gaim: 
Notwithſtanding , the mean Opinion 
which the Romans had, and the Ill Charact- 
er they have given us of all the Northern 
Nations, yet they found themſelves con- 
B 2 trained 
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ſtrained 'to Buckle under their Vigourous 


Attacks, and abandon their City and 


Country as a Prey to the Pillage and 
Mercy of the -Irumphing C:5mbrians, not 
are the other Northern Nations, inſenſible 
of the Mettle and keenneſs of the Dan- 
s/þ Swords ; the Danes having Conquered 
Treland no leſs than Eight ſeveral times, 
Beaten,the Engliſh Ten times and who for a 
long while wereSubjeect totheRingsof Den- 


mark; Scotland for ſome time Tributary to 


this Crown ; Saxony has paid Homage to 
ſeveral of the Daniſh Kings, and Sweeden 
frequently own'd em far their Soveraigns, 
nor is the Kingdom of Norway a ſmall 
proofof the Daxz;ſh Courage, neither have 
their Women been Barren of Brave per- 
formances, their Exploits being equally 
Glorioz1s with thoſe of the greateſt Heroes 
of other Nations. But Valour and War- 
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like Conduct -are not the. only qualities | | 


praiſe worthy in the Danes, they are no 


leſs to be Commended for - their. Hoſpita- 


lity and Extraordinary.Complaiſance to all 
Strangers; and tho their Entertainments 
do ſometimes degenerate into Luxury and 
exceſs, yet without donbt the-Crime is 
much more Pardonable in them than thoſe 


who live under a more happy Climate. 


The Danes indeed are Haughty and Super- 
ſtitiouſly 
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their Neighbours. 


' of Denmark. 


ſtitiouſly Jealous of their Honor, revenging 
rhe leaſt outrage and contetmpr, and reſent- 
ing to a High Degree all things which 


give the leaft apprehenſion of an Aﬀeront, 
and as. they are Rigorous Proſecutors of 


Infults done to themſelves, ſo arc they nb 
teſs ſevere Puniſhers of Criminals of State, 
eſpecially Thieves: and Pirates, And as 
they are Peremptory m ttcir Executing 
of Juſtice npon Offenders, fo are 'they 
moſt Religious in doing and Diftribbrin 
Tr where due, and Inviolable obſervers o 
their Words and Contracts ©  - 

The Bulck and Stature of the-Bodics of 
the Danes, does in ſomewiſe ſuit with the 
Grandureof their minds, andtho the Luxu- 
ry of the Age has fo far prevailed in Dex- 
mark as to quaſh the growth of their M6- 
dern Danes in reſpe& of their Anceſtors, 
yet they be ſill more Large, Strong, Vi- 
gorous, and long Liv'd than moſt or any of 
They are generally 
fair Complexion'd, their Hair ſomething m- 
clined to Yellow. 

Their common Food'is' on Gorn, Fifh, 


and all manner of Tame and Wild Beaſts 


that are Mans Mear, which they have tn 
great abundance. And amongſt their 


many kind of Fowl, they have greater 
ore of Wood-Cocks than any other Coun- 
rey 
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trey whatſoever, The Old Liquor of Den- 
wark was Ocl, ( Ale, or Beer, ) made of 
Malt and Water, and is ſtill their com- 
mon and moſt general Drink. .And tho. 
Wine has now obtain'd much among them, 
yer perhaps their exceſs therein has Cur- 
cailed much of their priſtine Vigour, and 
that had they kept conftant and folely to 
their Oc], it might have ſpirited them to 
as great Actions as thoſe of their Pr6- 
deceſfors. 

As. for the Daniſh Language, it is only 
a diftint Dialogue of the Texronick, the 
High-Dnutch, Smeediſh, Norwegion, Flan- 
Arian, and Enzliſp being no more, and all 
Derived from one Mother Tongue. 

As for the Government of Denmark, 


. without dwelling upon the Fabulous 


Rorics of King Day, it is Evidently to- be 
made out , that it was. a Monarchy in 
the Conſultſhip. of Catzlus and Marine, 
near a hundred years before Chriſt, after 


. which we have an account of one Gothrick 


King of the Danes tn the time of. the 
Emperour Charles Magne, from whom the 
prefent King of Denmark is Deſcended in 
a Lineal Succeſſion, though ſome Authors 
do affirm that the Ancient Line failed in 
the Death of King Chriſtopher the 34. 

| The Crown of Denmark it ſelf was 
Elective 


of, Denmark. 7 
Eleftive untill the year 1660. Neverthe- 
leſs the Senatowxrs generally choſe the El- 
deſt Son of their Soveraign , who from 
that time forth was Stiled the Prince, and 
the other of the Kings Sons, the Dukes 
and Heirs of Nerway, Now their Electi- 
on in former times was performed after a 
yery Solemn manner, for as many of the. 
Nobles as were Senators, and had Power 
of Voting and giving their ſuffrages, hav- 
ing pitcht upon ſome Commodious place 
inthe Fields, where. having placed them- 
felves in a Circle, upon ſo many great 
Stones. they paft their Votes, and having 
Seated their new Elected Soveraign-1n the 
middle, upon a Stone Higher than the Reft, 
they Salured Him King. - There being to- 
this Day. in Zealand ſuch a company. of 
Stones which bear the Name of King-Seat. 
But after the Crown of Denmark had been 
thus Elective for above Two Hundred years 
in the preſent Ol/denbarg Family, the chief 
Power of Election, as I ſaid being, in the 
Nobility, thoſe Nobles took this means 
and occaſion to Capitulate advantages to 
themſelves, as Previous and Preliminary 
Conditions to the Eleftion, which every 
ſacceeding King was forced to-:comply 
with, to the Curtailing , Diſpoiling, and 
Weakning of the Crown, and to: the. pre- 
B. 4.  _ gudice 
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Judice. and diſadvantage of the other OQr- : 
ders of the Kingdom, inſomuch that none | 
but a Noble Man could Buy, Purchaſe, or * 
poſſeſs in his own Right any Seigniory ar 
Mannour. A Cittizen or Burgher was 
not Capable of purchafing more than a 
Houſe, and perhaps a Guarden and an Or- 
chard, or ſame ſuch ſlender buſineſs. The 
Lands and Revenues of the Crown were 
tet out to Noble Men, it may be not to 
the "Third, often not to the Fourth part of 
what they werereally worth, and yet the 
King could not raiſe the Old Rents, tho 
the Nobles in the mean while kept the 
under- tennents Chewing upon a rack Rent, 
The Peſants. in the Daniſh Iſland were 
Villains Reguardans to the Mannors of 
Noble Men. All publick Offices and ad- 
vancements were Monopolized' by the 
Nobility. And meer merit without the 
Circumftances of Nobility of Extraction 
and Grandure of State, was excluded all 
Countenance, ProteCftion and Prefermentr. 
Thus the Crown of Denmark which ſhown 
with ſo much Luſtre, Renown and Glory 
in former Ages, was Dwindled almoft in- 
co an Ariſtocraſie, and hardly the ſhaddow 
of what it had been ſome Centuries before. 
But upon the Occaſion of a Warr between 
Caroixs Onſtavus King of Sweeden, and

Frederick the 2d. King of Denmark 1n the 
Year 1660, Great Priviledges were pto- 
poſed and conferred upon the Burgers'of 
Copenhagen, the better to Encourage them 
to ſtand the more Valiantly in Defence of 
their King and Countrey, leaſt the: Prof- 
pect of mending- their Circumſtances'urt- 
der a new Maſter, ſhould- prevail- with 
them to abandon theirOld; Now the Privi- 
ledges Eſtabliſhed in that- junttnre were 
an cqualadmiſſion'to Offices and Honours, 
according to the Deſerts and Capacities of 
them and their Children, a-Power'of Pur- 
chaſing Lands and Eordſhips wtth the ſame 
Rights as the Nobles; Copenhagen to be 
one of the Eſtates of the Kingdoew, and 
to have a Suffrage in all publick Conncels 
and Refolves, and the Crown turn'd from 
EleCtive to Hereditary, and*fo freed from 
the Guardianſhip of the Nobility. Thus 


- that juncture, how' Menacing ſoever it 


ſcemed to the whole Rea'm of Denmark,. 


yet proved'of ſuch advantage -as to rein- 


ſtate the King 'in-all that'Power that was ' 
neceſſary for the Defending of His Do- 
minions againſt the Invaſions and Inſults 
of Forreigners, and the Oppreſſions' and' 
Uſurpations of one fellow Subje&:npon- 
an other. Thus the Complexion of 'thar: 
Governments much more Vigorons, and 
B 5, there:

there is a better Circulation of the.Blef- | 
fings to be Enjoyed. under a happySway, : 
fince this Reformation, . than-had been for 
ſome Ages before- under ſeveral Reigns.

The account of the Kings of Denmark. 
before the Planting of Chriftianity in that. 
Country, will be found a. difficult matter 
to be Stated, . their Chronicles before that - 
time being for the moſt part feign'd and. 
fabulous, as well as that of other Nations. 
But according to the moſt careful, Judi- 
Qcous and Modeſteſt Relations- of that 
matter, we ſhall ſer down the following - 
Catalogue. 
1. Harald being forced to Fly his. 
Kingdom by the Accomplices of his Bro- 
ther _— had recourſe to the Empe- 
rour Zadowick for Succour, who Furnifhed. 
him with Forces for the Reinſtating him. 
in his Kingdom, but upon Condition he 
would abandon his Heatkenifme, and be 
Converted to Chriſtianity. Accordingly | 
he was Baptized in the year 826, and- 
was forthwith ſet again npon his Throne, 
But not long after he turn'd Idolater a- 
gain, and ſo remained till he was pre- 
yailed with to Renounce it by St. Angchar. 
2. Eric Succeeded his Brother Harald, 


and though he had been Baptized with 
bind 


of Denmark..-- it- 


him at the Emperours Court, yet he per- 
ſecuted the Chiriftians with the ſame Cru- 
clty as his Brother had-done in the time- 
of fl Relapſe. During his Reign, name-- 
ly, about the year. 853. the Daves arc 
ſaid to have firſt Invaded: France, under 
the ConduCt of their General Ro/lo, though 
others would have-Gorfrid to have made 
the firſt Eruptioninto that Kingdom, -and 
that Rollo did -not-enter France till. the 


. year 876.: and was not-Eftabliſhed peace- 


ably in Normandy, till 889, or 890.. 
. Eric Barn, or the Child being .the 
mi Male left- alive of the Royal Family 
after the Bloody Wars. between Er: and 
Guthorn King of Norway. + But he-had not” 
been long upon the Throne, before he Re- 
newed the Perfecution upon the Chriſtians - 
with more Cruelty then his -Prodeceſiors - 
had done, .deſtroying more Charches, Bi- 
ſhops, and Religious Houſes, then all.the 
other Daſh Kings/put together ; He Pro- 
ſecuted his Wars in Germany with  great- 
Gallantry-and Conduct, Slaying with his” 
own Hands Brann Duke of Saxery ,-and_ 
Twelve Counts.- He Departed this Life. in 
the year 902. £7 4 
4. Canutws Loaneknut or the Hairy Suc- 
ceeded his Father Eric. In his time every 
Third Man in Denmark.went to ſeek his- 
Fortune

upon theſe Expeditions over-run all Prefss, 
Conrland, Semgal, and other Countries, : 
where they Eſtabliſhed themſetves, and :

And- 
was Succeeded by 

5. Frotho his Son, though ſome ſay\. 
Szeno. his Brother Reigned Nine years. 
He was twenty years King of Eng/and and 
Denmark, bemg Converted to Chriſtianity 
in.

Winchefter in the year 
1036. after he had been Seaven and twen- 
ty years King of Denmark, twenty four 
of England, and Seaven of Norway, and 
was Succeeded in the Crown of Denmark 
by his Son. 

Io. Hardi-Cyute, who within four years 
obtained the Kingdom of | England upon 
the Death of his Brother Harald He Dyed 
in England in the year 1041. and was 
Buryed by his.Father in the Cathedral of

11. Magn, King of Norway, pofleſſed 
himſelf of the Crown.of Denmark by main 
force upon the Death of Hard;-Cxnte, pre- 
tending a.

Olaf well knowing his 
Crimes had brought-that Judgment upon 
the Realm, offered up his Prayers to God - 
that he would be pleaſed to divert the 
Stream of his Vengeance from off the Peo-. 
ple, upon his Head 'that had offended; . 
Whereupon the very ſame Night he Dycd : 
Hungry and Wretched in the year 1096, 
and the Famine forthwith abated. 

I6. Eric Swains Fourth Son, Surnamed - 
the Good, . for. his Religious Zeal and Piety, . 
Dycd in his Pilgrimage towards Fer»ſalem, 
and was Buried in the Iſle of Cyprus, in 
the year 1106. during his Reign Leander 
in Schouen was made an Aroh-Biſhops See, - 
all the Daniſh Biſhops - being before that - 
tims under tha Juriſdiction of the.

led out the Catalogue of his Dominions, 
with England, Sweeden, and other Provin- 
Ces. 

The Ancient C:mbrians are ſaid to have 
had their Shields and Helmets Painted 
with the Shapes of ſeveral forts of Wild 
Beaſts, and ſometimes uſed to ſer a Bra- 
zen-Bull upon the top of their Standard, 
as a token of Strength and Valour. Bur 
at this time the King of Denmark's Coat 
is. a Complication of Fourteen ſeveral 
Coats,, thus ordered. 

In a Field Gzles, He bears a Croſs Ar-

ſeveral INands: Whereas now his ſwayreack- 
es only over Faitland, Holſt:in Zealand, Nor - 
way, Iſeland , Freezlaud , Greenland, the 
Feree and ſome other Iſlands of finall 
Rote, with the Countics of Oldenburg : 
Stormaria, and Dithmarſh , and alterni- 
tively S/ezwick, as ſhall be ſhown more 
at large hereafter, beſides ſome Fortrefics 


.and Colonies, in the Eaſt and Weſt-Inaies, 
and npon the Coaſt of Africa. 


The Kings of Dexmark have certain 
Lands Annexed to the crown, which are 
inalienable, and in caſe upon the Neceſ- 
ſities of ſome JunCures, any of them be 
alienated for the Publick Weale, yet the 
ſame Prince, or any of his ſucceſſours may 
reunite them again let the conſideration 
be what it will of their Alienation:

drawn out of the Body of the Burgery, 
the King being willing to conſider, and 
Reward that part of the State ,. which 
ſerved with ſo much Courage and fidelity 
at the Siege of Copenhazen, when that Ca- 
pital of the Kingdom , was almoſt the on- 
ly place which ſuſtained almoſt all Efforts 
of the Sweediſþ Army , which had taken 
In all the reſt of the Kingdom.

The Rights of the King of De- 
mark, and of the City of Hamburg, Re- 
maining a« they were, unt:l that the point of 
Homage, and the other difterences, which 
dependec| betwixt his Dan: Majefty and 
that Town, ſhould in an amicable way be 
decided by courſe of Law. Now the chief 
condition of that accommodation, Was an 
oblication by the Town of Hamburg to pay, 
at five Terms, to his Daniſh Majeſty , the 
Sum of two hundred and twenty thouſand 
Crowns, 
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Crowns; In conſideration whereof that 
King Remitted the Indignation he had con- 
ceived againſt that Towh, Renounced the 
Pretentions that he bad to the Land Jointly 
poſſeſſed by Hawmbourg and Lubeck; and 
promiſed to reſtore the Ships, Goods, Com- 
modities, and Inhabitants of Hambourg, 
which had been Seized upon the account 
of theſe pretentions. : | 

Other Town: of Note are 1, Gluck ftaat, 
Built and well Fortifi.d by King Chriſtian 
the Fourth, and much improved by His 
Succeſſors. It commands the paſſage of the 
Elb; ſo that it highly concerns the Zam- 
burgers to be at Peace with the King of 
Denmark, 2: Crempe, {cated on a ſmall 
River of the ſame Name, and is one of the 
Keys of the Kingdom of Denmark, 3. 
Litzehoa, 4, Breadenboaro , one of the 
Neateſt little Towns in all the King c& 
Denmark's Territories. 

As for HolSteir it (elf, it taketh up the 
Inlazd parts between Stormar and 7nitland 
fave that it hath an Out-let into the Bal- 
rich, on the South-V VeSt of YVYVarerland, 
the chief Towns are Kiel, feate:1 upon a 
Navigable Arm of the Baltick. 2. Renſbourg 
the beſt fortified Town in the Dukedome,

eth all that part of the C:imbrick Cherſoneſe 
that 1; divided from the Dukedom of Hol- 
ſtein, by the River Eyder, the Ancient 
boundary betwixt the Saxons and the Danes 
but principalty by a long Trench and Wal 


from one Sea to the other, of ſuch bredth, | 


that a Chariot, or two Horſemen «a Breaſt, 
might Ride upon it, Goafrey King of Dev- 
mark, firft Building this Trench in the time 
of Charlemain, or Charles the Great,in Im- 
mitation of the Pifts W:ll in England, for 
hindri-g the Incurfions of the S2x0xs , or 
ſtopping the Carrier of the ſaid Emperours 
Viftories, The Tratt of this Wall being 
till manifeſt to be ſeen, is call d Dennewark 
( of the Danes work ) to this very day. 
7aitland was fo called from the Fwites, 
who, togcther with the Arg/i and Neiph- 
bouring Saxons made a Conqueſt of the 
beft part of Brirrain. But the Ancient In- 
habitants of this Province in the time of 
Ptolemy and before, were the Cobaids, Cha- 
ly, Phundafi, Charudes, and in the moſt 
Northern Trafts the Cimbri, of whom the 
four firſt were but Tribes or Nations Up-

Angelen, now an obſcure Village, bur of 
great note in former times, doth prelerve 
their memory. Upon the Arng/?s joyning 
with the Saxons in the Congquctt of Brit- 
tain, the Danes took that opportunity of 
layading it in the abſenceof the Natives ; 
and having Conquered it as far as the 
River Eyder,they planted it with Colonies 
0: their own Nation, and made it a part 
of that Kingdom. 

The Airof this Country is much more 
mild than that ot the other Provinces of 
theie Northern Parts, being temperated by 
the warm vapours of the Sea. 

The Soyl of Fuitland is extremely rich, 
producing and affording all things nece{- 
lary for the life of man. The Country 


being for rhe moſt part plain, little ſwel-

I's commodions Bays 
provide with plenty all forrs of Foraign 
Commodities, as well as the Sea doth 
IWhitirigs , Soles, Herrings, Mackeril, 
Piichards, Oyſters, Smelts, Sprats,Shramps, 
1 ob-ters,Crabs,Thornback , Rusfes, Muſcles, 
Prawns, Cocktes, Conge, Turbots, Mades,

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Scute, Eſcalops, Cod, 8&c. Neither 1s it 
wanting of good Fruits. Ir has excellent 
Timber, both for building, for Shipping 
and for Firing. In ſhort, hardly any 


[Country furniſhes more towards thenecet- 


ſites, nay, and the amuzement, and the 
diverſions too of lite, than this does. 

In regard of the Climate, it cannot be 
——_ that its Vines ſhould come toany 
perfection, they being only ro beripened 
by the heat of theSun ; but its own Com- 
modities procure 1t the beſt Wines of all 
Countries, which nevertheleſs it does not 


{ ſand in need of, 1t producing vaſt plenty 


and moſt excellent Barley, whereof they 
maketheir Ale and other Liquors, which 
it not more toothſome, yet perhaps more 
natural ro their bodies and conſtitutions. 

It likewiſe Tranſports into other Coun- 
tries great Stores of Equipage for Shipping,

Taitlandisdivided into North and South,

dinary Reſidenceof the King of Denmark) 
Governour Gotterp, a ſtrong Caſtle of the 
Duke of $/yv:cks at the end of a large Inlet 
of the B2/tick, remarkable for the Toll. 
Booth ; ar which Toll is paid one year 
with another for 59599 Oxen tranſported 
out of North Fuitland into Germany ; Sef. 
wick the principal Town of this Province, 
an Epiſcopal See, and the Head of a Duke- 
dom. 

When Chrifian Earl of Oldenburgh was 
choſen King of Denmark, the Dukedom 
2f Holfein became part of that Kingdom, 
Yer ſo that the Kings of Denmark were 
reckoned Princcsof the Empire, as Dukes 
ot Holfein, tho not obliged to repair to 
any Dyct. Aftcrwardsthecitle of Duke 
of Holtein, witn a conſiderable parr of the 
Country, was given to Adolph Chriſtian 
the third brother, who Governed 1t inter- 
changeably with his Brother by turns. 
Upon the deceale of this Duke and his I 
{1c-Male ; the title was conferred on 
UtricKing Chriian the Fourtly's Brother. 
Since his dates there have been ſeveral 
Houtes of tac Dukes of Ho/tein,as has been 
betore ſhown ; amoneſt whom rhe Duke 
of HolFein Gottorp 1s chict, and challenges 
the fame power in governing and ad a nt- 
WING 
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ſtring of Juſtice, as was at firſt conferred 
upon Duke Ado/ph, King Chritian the J's 


Brother. In thelate Wars, the King of 
Denmark forced the preſent Duke of Got- 
torpro quit his Nukedom, and abandon all 
Holfein to his Majeſtics poſſetiion. Bur ar 
the ſigning of the T rcaty berween the 
Kings of France, Denmark and Sweden at 
Fontainbley, Sept. 2.1679. the Daniſh Mi- 
niſters promiſed their Maſter ſhould at the 
defireof his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty,reſtore 
ro the ſaid Duke all his Countrys, Towns 
and Places, in the ſame State thev were 
at the ſigning of the Treaty, with all the 
Foveraignty that belonged to him, by ver- 
tue of the "Treaties of Roſehild , Copenha- 
gen and Weſtphalia. TheDukeexpetted, 
beſides being reſtored ro his Countries, . 
ſome recompence for the damage his Ter- 
ritories had ſuffered during the War, by 
the vaſt ſumsof Money which theKing of 
Denmark had raiſed therein, asbeing one 
of the beſt Countries in all the North,or at 
leaſt ro have had backthe Cannon (being 
199excellent-brafs pieces.) Bur his expe- 
ations in this paint werenot anfwered.

on that deſerving and learned Perſon P. 
Fohn Reſenius Proteflour of Moral Phylo- 
jophy in the Univerſity ar Copenhagen, and 
Counſellour to the preſent King of Der- 
math, Amongſt the Ornaments of the 
Town are the Market-place, which 1s ex- 
ceeding {pacious; the King's Palace all 
coyered with Copper, ſtanding tn an 
land, wherein is kept a Ship of Ivory, 
wholly fitted, whereof the Tackling, 
dails and Cannons were entirely of Ivory 
being an extraordinary fine piece of Ma- 
nufactare. The Obſervatory, or Runde 
Toorn which is very remarkable, and 
epecially for the faſhion of its Stair-cale, if 
we may call it ſo, which is nothing bur a 
Payement which mouns ingeniouſly with- 
out Steps 3 and it is ſo very broad a Coach 
may caiily goup tothertop, and there too 
it has room enough to turn in.

City was but yery mean, for aboutthe| - 


year 1168. Axil Wide ſrnamed Snarc 
Archbiſhop of Denmark, built a conſide- 
rable Fortifieation in this [{land, wherein 
now ſtands the Caſtle. This was called 
after his Name Axe/-hays; and wasa good 
defence to the whole Iſland againſtthe 
daily incurſions of Pyrats. Under the 
proteftion of this Fort ſeveral Fiſhermen, 
and others that Traded this way, ulcd to 
Harbour their Shipsin ſecurity ; this cauled 
a continual concourſe of the Natives,who 
reſorted hither to furniſh the Veſſels with 
fich Proviſions as their Country afford- 


ed ; and ina ſhort time laid the firſt rude } 


Dravghts of a Citv, which at this day for 
Strength, Trade, Beauty and Bulk is not 
frpaſſed by many in Exrope ; for of late 
the Citizens are grown more curious, and 
experienced in AtchiteQure, and few of 
their Streets are without a conſiderable

about ſx Eng Miles in length and four 
in breadth ; it abounds wonderfully 1a all 
manner of Fowl and Veniſon, has init 
plenty of Corn, and furniſhesthe Marker 
at Copenhagen with weekly ſupplies of 
Milk, Butter, Cheeſe, &c. This Ifle of 


 Ammak contains four or five Villages, and 


has two Pariſh Churches. But before we 
leave this Iſland, it willnot perhaps be un- 
grateful ro relate an Encounter which hap- 
pened in it ar the Siege of Copenhagenin 
1660, which was ſo much the more conſr 
derable, becauſe both the Northern Kings 


were perſonally engaged in the action. 
The Swede obſerving that the Dane daily 


fercched Proviſions from the aforementt- 
oned Ifle, the Ammak was reſolved to 
make a Deſcent in order to burn the V1l- 
lages, and deſtroy whatever might afford 
ſuſtenance or relief to the beſieged ; for 
which purpoſe he put aboard about 
1299 Foot, and 490 Horſe; and the King 
himſelf would needs beof the Party,think- 
Iingnothing ſo well done as where he was 
preſent, as well as naturally ambirious of 
ſharing perſonally in the glory of every 
braye action. Coming to the height of 


the 
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the Point of the Ifle, and conſtrained them 
tpon the Guard to abandon their Pot. 
He marches up the fle, and deſtroys all 
before him ; and the D.anes fearing he came 
to fortifie ſome Polt on that «ſide, ſer fire 
to the Village next adjaccnt to the Town, 
as tae Swede had done to thereſt. Having 
done this work, the Swede retreats to his 

Boats roo ſecurely : ſome ſcattered from 
ihe Body, others encumbred with Plun- 
der. Mean while the Daniſh King Sallies 
_ out in perton with three hundred Horle, 
and two hundred Dragoons, beſides ſome 
tew Commanded Foot mounted behind, 
falls in upon the Swediſh Rear, flew (eve- 
ral of them, and pur the reſt in diſorder. 
the Swediſh King mounted upon an un- 
ruly Horſe, bounding and curveting with 
him, ran great hazard of falling that day 
to the D.mmih hands. But the Dane ct 
ther nor knowing all his advantages, or 
not willing to be drawn too far from his 
Town, bv an over cagcr pre{hing upon an 
Enemy who our-nuimbred him, ſounded 
alea{caable retreat. 

The next place of Note is Ro/cFil!, 
which takes its name from a Riyer run- 
ning by the Town, which drives feaver 
Mills; It was formerly the Metropoly of 
the whole Kingdom,fortified with a boar, 

itch 
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Ditch and Bulwark, and contained no 
ſes than 27 fair Churches. This Town was 
made a Biſhop's See by Szenotho King of 
England, Denmark , Sweden and Norway 
about the year 1912. who gave the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Ro/chili ( which '5 now ſwal- 
lowed up by Copenhagen )to Gerebrand a 
Monk. In the Cathedrat C|urch of this 
Town, ate to be fcen very fair and ſump- 
uous T ombs of many of the Dani/t Kings. 

Elſeneur , the chief Ornament and 
Sreagth of which TT own lics in Cronen- 
burg, is {cated on that neck of the Sea cal- 


| led Orifundt or the Sound, which parts 
| Fealand from Schonen. Cronenburgh is 


built of hewn Free-ſtone, brought hither 


out of Scotland, andthis undertaken with 


incredible pains and charge by King Fre- 
drick the Second, without a penny Subſ1- 
dy from the Subje&s, tho he covered it 
with Coper ; the Foundation of it bein 
laid on huge Stone ſunk into the Sca, —_ 
lo faſtened together, that no Storm or 
Tempeſt, how violent ſoever, is able to 
fhake it ; well fortified as well as founded, 
and mixtof a Palace and of. a Fort, having 
tor many yearsbcenthe Seat of the Daniſh 
Kings, who had from hence one of the 
moſt pleaſant and profitable proſpets of 
the whole Kingdom : eyery Ship that 
| palles 
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paſſes rhis Streight, being obliged to ſtrike 
Sail to Croneburg ; and that done, the 
Maſter isto come to a Compolition 1n the 
City for Cuſtom, upon the pain of the 
Confiſcation and Loading, 
Fredericksberg {cated amongſt pleaſant 
Woods of Beech, and about the middle 
way between FE!/ſeneur and Copenhagen; 
this Fabrick was firſt began by one Harlef 
a Daniſh Nobleman, who fold itto King 
Fredrick the Second, who fell upon en- 
larging and beautifying it to a high. de- 
gree. After this King's death, his Son 
Chriſtian the Fourth ſpared no charges in 
compleating what his Father left wnfiniſh- 
ed, adoring it with the richeſt PiCtures, 
Statues, Hangings, the Locks and bars in 
the Windows being all of beaten Silyer, 
ſo asit notonly {urpaſles all that isin the 
North : but the World can hardly para- 
kl chis piece. The adjoyning Park has 
amongſt other Foreign Beaſts a Stock of 
Foreign Deer tranſported hither out of 
England in the 24 of Q. E/iz. 
Ringfiede,a Town of the greateſt Anti- 
quity of any except Ko/child in Denmark ; 
__ of the Daniſh Kings lying buricd in 
theplace, particularly King VWademar the 
Firſt, and Eric the Godly ; its ſcituation 
being in the ycry Center of the Land ; its 
want 
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want of Trade, makes it daily decay. 

Sora of old being beautified with a 
goodly Monaſtery, the Revenues where- 
of, ar the alteration of Religion , were 
converted to the maintenance of a Free- 
School built here by Fredrick the Firft. 
But in the year 1623. Chrifern the fourth 
adding hereunto the Revenucs of two 
rg iflolved Monaſteries, the one of the 
Ie of Laland, and the other m Faitland, 


founded here a new Univerſity for the 


maintenance of {ſeveral learned men,who 
were to be employed in writing and pub- 
liſhing the Hiſtory of the Atsand Monu- 
ments of the Kings, and other Heroes, of 
Denmark ; and for the better ſupply of 
T earned Miniſters for the Churches of 
Denmark and Norway (Which before could 
not be provided for out of Copenhagen, 
and furniſhed it with men of eminence in 
all Arts and Sciences for its firſt Profeſſors. 
Beſides, he annexed an Academy with 
fit Maſters, to teach perfectly all Gentile 
and Marſhal Exerciſes, as Dancing, Vault- 
ings, Riding the GreatHorle, &c. 
- Anderskhaw or Anderfhauw, formerly a 
great Monaſtery,now aftrong Caſtle abonr 
an Engliſh Mile from Sager. Ir is is ſeat- 
ed in a level Champaign Country, and 
delicately well built, 

Hallen- 
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Kallenburg was formerly a {mall Vil- 
lage inhabiced by none bur Fiſher-men, 
butabour che year 1158.0rl as ſome, 117, 
It was turncd into a City, and beaurified 
with a Caſtle, Church and ſeveral other 
publick Buildings. *Tis at preſent a 
Town of good Irade, having the conve- 
nicece of as {afe an Harbour for Ships as 
any Haven in Denmark. 

Korſor, {ocalled from the Multitude of 
Croſles erected formerly 1n the places our 
of the abundance of ſuperſtitious zeal in 
tae Inhabitants. 

Koge, a {mall but very rich and popu- 
lous City ; abour ſixteen Erng/ih Miles 

from Copenhagen. It is a place much 
thronged with Corn Merchants, and Fiſh- 
mongers, driving a conſiderable Trade, 
and being in a plcaſant firuation.

Weſt is Ten German Miles, and the 
breadth Eight: Ir is looked upon as the 
Pleafanteſt picce of Ground in the King 
of Denmarks Dominions; abounding 
teſides with all manner of Corn, eſpe- 
cally Wheat and Rye, which is hence 
Yearly Tranſported in great Quantities 
unto other Nations. Beſides, the Natives 
have generally great Herds of Cattel, and 
rood Breeds of Horſes. The Woods, 
which overſpread almoſt the wholeItland, 
are exceeding well ſtored with Deer, 
| Hares, and Foxes. This WMland contains 
Four and Twenty Herets or Prefeftures, 
dixteen T owns, and Six Royal Caſtles, 
belides many goodly Villages and Gen- 
tlemens Houles. 

The Chief Ciry of Funen 1s Ottenſee, 
ſeated in the very center of the Ifland, 
and therefore a fit place for the Seſſions of 
the Nobility and: Magiſtracy, which are 
Yearly held in this place; as were like- 
wiſe the General Aſſemblies of rhe King- 
dom of Denmark, before the Year 1660. 
The Buildings in this Town are generally 
well Built, and the Streets Uniform. Be- 
lides other Publick Srrufures, there are 
nit two fair Churches, whereof one 1s 
Dedicated to Sr. Cnuts, the other to Se. 
Francis. 
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Francs. Not fat from the former of theſe 
ſtands a ſtately Town Hall upon a very 
{ſpacious Market-place, where King Fre. 
drick the Second renewed the Ancient 


League between the Crown of Denmark 


and the Dukes of Hen and Sleſwick, 
in the Year 1575. When che Quire 
St. Cnut's Church - was Repaired 1n the 
Year 1582, the Work-men found in a 
Vaulta Copper Coffin, gilyed and adorn- 
ed with Precious Stones, upon Waich was 
writ the following Inſcription in Old La- 
tine-Gothic Characters.

{mall alteration) which they had when 
Tacitus writ his Annals. It 1s well ſtored 
with Beaſts for Profit, and Game for 
Pleaſure; and fo Populous, that ſeveral 
Thouſands of ſtout Fighting Men have 
been Raiſed in a very ſhort time out of 
its four Towns and Thirteen Pariſhes. 
'The Princtpal place of the Iſland, is the 
Town and Caſtle of Surnderburg , was 
heretofore one of the Ordinary Reſidences 
of the Dukes of S/eſwick, and Honoured 
with the Birth of many of their Princes 
of the Royal Family, and is at this day 
one of the ſtrongeſt Holds which the King 
of Denmark ſtands poſſeſſed of. 

5- Femeren , or Fimbria, is a (mall 
Ifland on the Coaſt of Wager/and, from 
which it is ſeparated by a very narrow 
Channel. This Plot of Ground has ever

In this Iſland did Tycho Brache, a Daniſh

place remote from all Troubles, and fit 
tor a Students Retirement. Here Tychs 
about the Year 1575 Built his Uraniburg, 
(a1 Obſervatory Built like a Caſtle, and 
Fenced round with Regular Fortifications) 
which he Adorned with a CollcCion of 
the 
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the moſt exat Mathemarical Inſtruments 
that could potſibly be-made or procured. 
This Tycho, amongſt other his Admirers, 
had the Honour of a Viſit from King 
Fames, in his return from the Conſum- 
mation of 'his Marriage with Queen Ann, 


As for the other little incon{iderable 
Iſlands, they are not worth the trouble 
of Deſcribing, nor of the Readers Con- 
{1deration. Wherefore we w:]l paſs on 
to the Kingdom of Norway.

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TORWAY is bounded in the South 
with the Baltick Straits , which ſe. 
parate it from 7#itland ; on the Eaſt with 
Poland and Sweden, from which it 1s 
parted by a perpetual Ridge of rough 
and wild Mountains , called the Dofrine 
fills; in the North and Weſt with the 
Northern Ocean : the whole length of it, 
from the Baltick Sea as far as Finmark , 
sreckoned to be about Eight hundred 
and forty Englyh Miles. 

As for the Derivation of its Name 
Norway (or Norw:'g as the Germans write 
it; whence the Latin word Norweeta) is 
only Via ſeatrattizs ſeptentrionalis ; 1. &, A 
Countrey ſcituated towards the North, 
Hence in the Danſh, Swediſh, aid Norwe- 
fas Tongues, 'tis to this day calle! Ner- 
rike, or the Northery Kingdom ; and 
we find that anciently all the Northern 
Kingdoms were calledRegna Norica. 

As for its Poſition , in regard of the 
Hdeavens,it reacheth from the firſtParallel, 
of the Twelfth Clime, where the Pole is 
flevated 58 Degrees, 20 M:nutes, as 
lar as to 71 of Latitude , by whi: hac- 
Count tho ſongeit day in the Southern 

F : Point 
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Point is but ro Hours : Whereas at Ward- 
buy's, being ſituate fartheſt North of all 
this Countrey , they have no Night for 
almoſt Three Months together. 

The Eaſtern Part of Norway is very 
thinly inhabited, being a Country of no- 
thing but inacceſſible Craggy Mountains; 
towards the South it 1s better peopled , 
the Inhabicants dwelling in pleaſant Val- 
leys incircled with delightful Hills ; the 
reſt of the Countrey is over-ſpread with 
Woods, which afford moſt part of Ex- 
rope Deal Boards and Maits for Ships. 

The Dofrine Hills which divide this 
Realm from Sweden, are perpetually co- 
vered with Snow; and ſend down in- 
tollerable bitter Winds into the Valleys 
beneath, which renders *em deſolare and 
unfruitful. Bur the Air of the more 1/ff:11 
Coaſts of this Kingdom is much more 
milder and temperate , and would be 
healthful too , were not the Counrrey 


troubled with certain bttle Beaſts which + 


they call Lemmers: they are about the 
the bigneſs of a Field-Mouſe , and are by 
the Inhabicants ſai to drop out of rhe 
Clouds in bad Weather ; they devourlike 
theLocuſt every green thine on the Earth; 
and ata certain time dic all in heap<( as 
it were) together, and with their ſtenci

the thinneſs or ignorance of the Inhabj- 
tants, in refining of Minerals themſelve, 
with their jzealouſie and unwillingneſs tg 
admit any Forreigners skilld in that wa 
into their Countrey ; this Diicovery ne 
ver turned to any conſiderable Account, 
The Norwegianps jump much with the 
Danes in their aleniot and Humour, 
bur are generally more efteminate and 
lazy ; yer not naturally ſo , but thro 
want of Employment and Exerciſe. The 
Policy of the Crown of Denmark not 
thinking fit to employ this Nation in 4 
ny Wars , for fear of enuring fem , and 
making them expert in Arms. And thro 
this Umbrage , takes all the Courſes im- 
aginable to Cow and difpirit them. Now 
thothe ancient Norwegians are ſaid t0 
have been notorious Pyrats ; yet at thi 
day hardly any Seas areleſs infeſted with 
Pyracy than thoſe of Norway. Not 
that the Modern Inhabitants are bleſ 
with more Honeſty than their Anceſtors, 
but the Daniſh ſway is ſo rigorous, # 
not to allow them any Shippi:g , M0 
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Silve|xy other means to pamper, grow reſty , 


found4nd headftrong, bur on the contrary 
thobſfſeeces, ſqueezes, and keeps them in the 


bweſt ſervitude. | 


Their Diet. is what they Export to o- 
ther Countreys, principally Stock-Fifh, 
1nd a courſe kind of Butter and Cheeſe, 
ſheir uſual Drink Roſ#-ck Ale, their man- 
ter being commonly to drink three 
DPraughts 3 one in remembrance of God, 
the ſecond to the Kings Health , and the 
third to the Queens. : 

As the Towns in Norway are very 
thin, ſo the Buildings for the moſt part 
every poor and miſerable; generally 
wtched up of dirt and hurdles, ſome- 
what refembling our Cottage Houſes in

As for the Goverr.:ment of this Coun- 
trey, it is ſtill reckoneda diſtin King-

anciently much more ordinary in Norway, 
than it isat chis day inany part of Exrope, 

Not far from Opſis on the oppoſite ſide 
of the Bay ſtands the Caſtle of A7zgerhayſen, 
famous for the brave reſiſtance it made 
the Swed:;ſp Army in theYear 1567,which 
laid a clote and brisk Seige to it for Eigh-

Governour of Aggerhnyſen, 

Beyond the Bay is ſeen the Iſland Schute- 
nes, Twelve Engliſh Miles in length , but 
ſcarce twoin breadth : This Ifland con- 
tains ſeyeral Villages, and between it and 
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the Continent runs a narrow Frith to Bey-- 
ghen, which the Datch Merchants call the

Bergbex; or elſe from the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Bergenhuyſen , the uſual Sear of the Yice-. 
Roy of Norway , at a ſmall diſtanceto the 

North of Berghen. 

Berghen is the Granary and Magazine 
ef the whole Kingdom of Norway ,. for 
Babays, it is diſtant about Fourty-hundred 
Emlifb Miles by Sea, and Two hundred 
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and forty by Land; from Treathein as ma- 


ny 3 from Scagen , the ourmoſc Promon. 
tory of 74: [land, almoſt Three hundred 
and twenty. Some Etymolozifts have de- 
rived its Name from the Norwegian Verb 
Berghen,which ſignifies to hide or conceal, 
becauſe the Haven being ſurrounded with 
Hills,ſeems to be a kind of Sculking place 
for Ships,where Veſlels of Two hundred Tur 
and upwards, rideina ſpacious and molt 
ſecure Harbour, free from any danger of 
Wind and Weather. But the true deriva- 
tion of the word is this, Berghes in theNor- 
wegianTangues alſofignifies Mountains,and 
Bergenhuyſew a Company of Houſes among 


the Hills. The Buildings of this Towntill | 


of late were but very mean and deſpile- 


ble, for the moſt part of Wood covered | 


with green Tarf,and ſo often burnt down. 

But the Forceigners that have traded ci1- 

ther,within theſe few years have adorn'd 

the Town with an Exchange, and many 

goulily private Houſes; the principal Com- 

eodity which Berghen Trades in, is Stock- 
F$/,which they catch upon thoſe Coaſts in 
Winter,commonly in fans4ry,for the con- 
veniency ofdrying itin the cold and ſharp 
Airy , beſides all ſorts of Ferrs, and valt 
quantities of dricd Fiſh, Butter, Tallow, 
Hides, &c. are brought hither from all 
parts of Norwayta be Imported into For- 
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The Governour of Berghen has under 
his Juriſdiction thePrefeCtures of Leehorn- 
leen, Nordhornlcen, Soghne, Sudford Nord, 
and Swndmerleen, 

The PrefeQure and Biſhoprick of Trun- 
then is reckoned the fourrh Government 
inNorway,and iis City anciently called Ni 
droſia, was formerly the Metropolrs of the 
whole Kingdom, & the Sear of the King & 
Arcabiſhap of Norway. Itwas in formertimes 
a beauriful City,but being burnt down in 
the year 1522, and kept in ſuch ſubjection 
and oppreſſion by the Danes,it has been ſo. 
tir from being able to receive its primitive

Church the Hantſmen were wont to make a

rower bounds: Moſt part of this Country 
having no Wood atall growing in t,make

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uſe of Fiſb benes for Fuel , for Timber to 
build their Houſes, and for ſeveral [mpl:- 
ments of Houſbold Stuff; And with the fat of 
thoſe ſame fiſh they feed their Lamps in 
BY 174k EY, 

The fifth and laſt Prefeture command- 
ing this Countrey, is thatof Wardhuyſe, its 
Caſtle has its Name from the Iſland Wards 
wherein it ſtands, and is about Eight Exg- 
I;ſb Miles from the main Land of Finmr}, 
and near Twelve in Compaſs; the Food of 
the Inhabitants of this and the Neighbou- 
ring 1andisonly Stock-Fiſh , which they 
dry in theFroſt. No manner of Bread nor 
Drink have they, bur what is Imported 
from Forreign Countreys ; ſome Cattle 
they have,yet —__ ſuch as can live on 
dry*d Fiſh their Maſters Diet. The Gover- 
nor retires in the Winter more Soxtherl 
within the Zand, by reaſon of the extre- 
mity of the Cold, and the long abſence of 
the Sun for ſome Months together , the 
Town lying within the Artich Circle, It 
is much improved of late , ftnce the re- 
moval of the Engl;ſb Trading from Nove- 
grod to St, Nicholas, not far from hence, 
and is both profitable and uſeful to the 
Crown of Denmarkin regard of its ſtrength, 
the Dutch and Engliſb being obliged to 
touch at it in their way to Moſcovy.

Qa the North of Norway lies Finmark,or 
| as. 
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as the Natives call it, Taakemark , which is 
not divided as all other Countries gene- 
rally are, into diſtin Lordſhips and In- 
heritances, but every Man pretends a 
Right and Title toevery part of the Land, 
and the ſtrength of the Arm is the only 
Judge of Controverfies. when the Fiſh- 
ing Seaſon comes in they throng to the 
Sea Coaſts, and when that 1s over retire 
again into the Laplanas, Fixt habitations 
they have none, but remove their Dwel- 
lings according to the Seaſons for Hunt- 
ing ; their Houſes are made only toſecure 
them againſt the Injury of the Weather, 
and the aflaults of wild Beaſts; and for 
that purpoſe they firſt erect Four Poſts in 
the Figure of a Square , which they bind 
together with croſs Girders, andrear to 
them ſmaller pieces, faſtning all with 
Wythes ; theſe except the door places, 
the poorer ſort wholly cover with boughs 
of Trees or ſuch like ſtuff, the richer with 
a courſe ſort of Woollen Cloth,or an ordi- 
nary ſort of Canyas, Twodoors have they 
in theſe Houſes, the fore door, which is of 
common uſe and entrance for the whole 
Family, and the back door,thro which the 
Men paſs, and that only when they goa 
Hunting , Fiſhing, &c. but all Women are

- forbid ir,cither becauſe that Sex 18 thought 


tobe yery inauſpicious to thaſe Exerciſes, 
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for if any ( when he is a going a Hunting 
or the like, ) do but meet a Woman, he 
preſently returns back and leaves his de- 
ſign for that day ; or becauſe the Image of 
their God Thor was commonly placed near 
their back door, from wiioſe Sacrifices 
and Preſence all Women are wholly exclu- 
ded. Theſe Houſcs are diſtinguiſhed into 
ſeveral Particions, not by any Wall, but 
only by great Poſts or Loggs of Wood 

laid upon the Ground; their Fire place is 
in the middle, about which the whole Fa- 

mily lies, either upon tie bare Earth or 

upon the Skins of Rein Deer, Bears, &g. 

When they have a mind to change their 

Habitation , which they do conſtantly 

twice a Year, they unty this their Tent, 

cake it away with them, and pitch it ina 

more convenient place. Another Sort of 
Houſes among them,are their Granaries 
and Store Houſes ; which that they may 
the better ſecure their Proviſion from 
wild beaſts and vermin, they do not build 
upon the Ground , but at fome diſtance 
from it, upon the bole or ſtump of a large 
Tree: 

The Ordinary Diet of the Laplanaers, 
is either of Fiſh or the Fleſh of their Rein 
Deer, &c. Which they eat ſometimes 
raw, ſometimes boil'd , but for the moit 
partdricd intheair, Bread and Salt are

unknown to them , inſtead of Bread they 
make uſe of their dry*d Fiſh,groun*d ſmall 
like Meal : And for Salt they rake the in- 
ward of the Pine Trees , which they dry 
in the Sun , and putting it into Boxes 
bury it a ſmall depthin the Ground, then 
after it hath lain there a competent time, 
they kindle a fire upon the place and fo 
dry it; whereby it becomes of a rediſh co- 
lour, a pleaſant taſte, and gives ag ood 
ouſt and reliſh to their courſer Food. 
Their general Drink is pure Water, 
which in the Winter time they keep in 
their Houſes continually hot , and ſo 
drinkit. Of late they are grown ac- 
quainted with Brandy and Liquorsof that 
nature, Which are in great vogue with 
them , and which they drink only on. 
their Holy Days and at their Weddings, 
Their Dining Room is commonly in the 
middle of their Tent abour the Fire,with- 
out Tables, Diſhes, Spoons or Trenchers, 
and ſuch ſort of Implements; each lays 
bis Commons upon his Mittens, and 
when he has cat it, ſavs Grace, ſhakes 
his Camrades by the right Hand , which is 
their Charicy Cup; and fo every one 
trudges about his buſineſs. 
- Their Garments are very courſeand 
mean, made<cither of the Skins of Wild 


© Beaſts, ( frequently inuſe atnongit them) 
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or the worſt of our Engl;ſb Cloth, which 
they wear only on Holy Days and at their 
Publick Fairs. They alter them accord- 
ing to theSeaſon of the Year; and each 
Sute for diftinction ſake, has a ſeveral 
Mode and Faſhion : The Men uſe a Long 
Garment reaching down from their Mid- 


they have a ſort of Wollen Coat calPd 
Mudd , which they tye about them with 
a Leathern Thong. Their Shoes, as the 
the reſt of their ordinary Garments , are 
made of the ſhins of rein Deer, Elks, Ec. 
with the hair outward , the toe bending 
ſomewhat upward', and according tothe 
ancientCuſtom, ending with a ſharp point: 
Oa their Heads they have a Cap made of 
the Skin of ſome Fowl, as Geeſe, Ducks, 
or the like, bur particularly make choice 
of the Loom for that purpoſe, and like 
the ancient Germans taking the Feathers, 
Head and Wings along vvith it. The Garb 
proper to Women isa large vvide Govvn, 
made either of Cloth or Skins, according 
to the Perſons Condition and Eſtate : this 
Govyyvn is gathered cloſe in the middle, 
and decked vvith ſeveral Figures of Birds, 
Beaſts, and the like , vvhich they vvork 
| yery prettily and vvith great art. | 
| As for their Religion, before the plant- 


dle to their Ankles , which ſerves them 
for Breeches and Stockings; above this 


| 
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ng of Chriſtianity in that Countrey,which 
nevertheleſs has made bur little progreſs 
among *em, and would be entirely aban- 
doned, were it not for the ſtrictneſs of the 
Government; they had their Deities pub- 
lick and common to the who'e Nation , 


and others belonging onely to a Family , 
2 Diviſion , a Neighbourhoad ; their 


| creater Gods were the Sx» and Fire, their 


leſſer was Wires Accha , repreſented by 
an old ſtump of a Tree : they alſo pay 
Adoration to the Ghoſts of Men depart- 
ed , eſpecially of their Relations agd 
Friends, whom they conſider asDivinities ; 
they worſhip alſo Spefres and Demons, 
which they fancy wander among the 
Rocks, Woods, Rivers and Lakes; they 
dothe like to their Genizs's good or bad, 
whom they ſay fly in the air about Chriſt- 
was. 

Their Gods common to the whole 
Countrey be Thor or Thiermes , that is, 
Thundever Or Noiſe-maker , they honour 
him with endearing and lofty Titles, as , 
Great-Grand- Father and the like ; they 
fancy his abode to be in the Clouds, and 
that he diſpoſes of Wind , Rain, Thun- 


| der, good and bad Weather, as he thinks 


ficting : Heit is they think gives Life or 
Death , Health or Sickneſs, Bleſſings or 


wfferings ; They make his Image of 
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Beecn-Tree, eaſily turning the ſtoops 
which ſhoot out from the root into the 
likeneſs of a Mans Head , Arms, Feet, 
and the reſt,laying by him a Bow, Arrows, 
and a Hammer to kill the miſchievous 
Demons, They place their Images upon 
a Table ina piece of Ground dedicated to 
that Service , not far from their Habita- 
tions, the Table ſerves them for an Al- 
tar, and the Bouphs of Birch and Pine for 
a Temple. They ſuffer not their Women 
to be preſent at the Sacrifices they offer to 
him, looking upon that as very Criminal, 
But they never offer Sacrifice till they 
have enquired of their God whether he 
will accept it or no : And this they do 
with a certain {nſtrument which they call 
K annees , reſembling much the old faſhi- 
oned Drums, on which they picture ſeve- 
ral of their Gods : The whole manner of 
the Ceremony being as followeth , They 
pull off ſome of the hair ac the bottom of 
the Beaſts Neck which is to be ſacrificed, 
and bind it toa Ring which is faſtned to 
the Drum, then one of them beats the 
Drum, and all the reſt ſing theſe wards, 
What ſayeft thou, O great and ſacred god, 
doth thou accept this Sacrifice whic we de- 
fign to offer unto thee? And while ſome 
Chart theſe Words , others repeat the 
Name of the Mountain where they are 3 
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then if the Ring reſts on that part of the 
Drum where the God is piQured, they 
rake it for granted ' the God is pleaſed ; 
and ſo proceed to the Ceremony ; or elle 
cary the Sacrifice to Storejunkir or ſome 
other God, uſing the like Form of words, 
Father g1d will you have my ſacrifice ? Their 
uſual Sacrifices are Rein-Deers , Cats, 
Lambs and Hens. The uſual time of their 
offering up their Sacrifices is in Autumn , 
becauſe thatWinter and Nights approach- 
ing, they think they have the more need 
of their Gods aſſiſtance : Their way of 
Conſecratirig is in this manner , Firft they 
Sacrifice the Rein-Deer, then taking 
-out his Bones they anoint the Idol with 
the Blood and Fat,and bury the Fleſh and 
Bones under ground, but this they do not 
ti:l che © od has approved of the Sacrifice, 
after which they bind the Rein-Deer be- 
hind the houſe, then witha ſharp knife 
they run him thro the heart,and gather the 
heart blood, wherewith they anoint thel- 
dol,into a Veſſel. After that having placed 
the Images right, making a new one eve- 
ry time they (acritice , and ſetring them 


in order behind one another , the laſt al- 
| Ways hindmoſt,they approach with reve- 


rence to it, anoint the Head and Back all 
over with the blood , but on his Breaſt 
they only draw ſeveral croſſes, behind him

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che ſacrificed Deer; before him they place 
a Coffer made of the bark of Birch, into 
which they put a bit of every Member of 
the Rezy Deer, withſomecf the Fat;and the 
reſt of the Fleſh they convert to their pri- 
vate uſes. 


The next of their Principal Gods is Store- 


funkar,that 1s,Great Commander , he they 


ſay preſides peculiarly over all Beaſts and ' 


Cattle ; this Gods Name they reverence 


with the higheſt reſpe&, and pay him fre- | 


quenter, if not grea'er Devotion than o- 
ther Gods , for they ſuppoſe him to be 
their Thor or Thiermes Lieutenant, and 


worſhip him becauſe thar they think they: | 


receive all cheir Blefings thro his hands,and 
that all Beafts and Catrte are ſitbjett to his 
Will,and he governs them as T hiermes does 
Men and Spirits; whereſore he can give 
them) to whom he will, and none can re- 


ceive them without his pleaſure: Thus , 


Thiermes and Storejunkar are the two pe 
culiar Gods of the Laplanders, the one hav- 
ing the Dominion over the Men, the other 
over Beaſt;z one beſtows life, the other all 
things neceflary for the ſuſtenance of it. 
When they offer Sacrifice to Storejunkar, 
which is likewiſe a MalzDeer,they firftrun 
a Red Thred thro his Right Ear, and bind 


they place the Skull , Feet and Horns of 


Him,and ſacrifice Himin the place where 
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uoina VelTel ; then he who performs 
the Ceremony takes the Horns and the 
Boxes of the Head and Neck,with the Feet 
and Hoofes, and caries them to the Moun- 
tin of that Srorejunkar, for whom theSa- 


{crifice was deſigned: When he comes near 


the ſacred ſtone he reverently uncovers his 
head and bowes his body, paying all the 
Ceremonies of Reſpect and Honour,then 
he anoints the Stroxze With the Far and. 


| Blood, and places the Horns behind it,ur- 


tothe right Zorn they faſten the Rein- 
Deers Yard,and to the left ſome red Thred 
nrought upon Tn with a little piece of 
Glver, | 

The rhird and laſt of their Principal Gods is 
the Sun, whom they call Barw, and worfhip him 
chiefly for his Light and Hear ; alſo becauſe they 
believe hing to be the Aurhor of Generation, and 
thar all rhings are made by his means, eſpecially 
their Rein-Deers, of whom and their Young, 
they? think he hath a peculiar care ro cheriſh 
by his Hear, and bring ſuddenly ro Strength 
and Maruriry. And being they live in a cold 
Country, where their hear is diminiſhed and of- 
ten wholly extinguiſh*d,being they have nothing 
to ſuſtain themſelves with bur the fleſh of Rein 
Deer ; they think ir very fir ro pay the Sun very 
great Honours ; who 1s the Author of ſo great 
Bleſſings ro them, and who ar his return reſtores 
them rharLizhr which. they loſt by his deparcure, 
and that not fora day or rwo, bur for ſeveral 


{ Weeks, which being paid, the new dzys ſeems 
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welcome- to them , by reaſon of long abſence. 
Now rhe Sacrificesthey uſe ro the Sun are young 
Rein Deers,and thoſe nor Bucks, bur Does,the Rites 
being much rhe ſame wirh rhoſe before-mention- 
ed, excepr only imftead of a red String thro' the 
righr Ear of Sztorejunkars Sacrifice,they run a white 
one thro the Suns ; then they make a Garland, 
not of Birch bur Plow, abour as big as the Hoop 
of an Hogſhead. This they place upon aTable be- 
hind the Hur, where they Sacrifice ro Thor ; nor 
upon the ſame Table,bur one like ir. And this Sa- 
crifice differs from the Orher, in thar there are 
neither Images erected here.nor Horns, the Beaſts 
not being come to their growth. Bur thar there 
may be ſome r#ſemblance of the Sun, they place 
their chief Bones of the Sacrifice upon the Table 
in a Circle. 

Bar the Laplanders are not more nototorious for 
their Idolatry than for their Wirchcrafrt ; anci- 
ent and modern Writers afſerring rhart they have 
' arrained ro ſo great a sklll in Enchantments and- 
Magick, as that among ſeveral other ftrange 
Effects of their Art , they could ſtop Ships when 
under full Sail, nay and could eirher by their 
looks, words, or ſome other wicked Arrifice , 
to enſnare and bewitch Men, as to deprive them 
of rhe uſe of Limbs and Reaſon, and very ofren 
bring them *inro extream peril of their lives. 
Now one of the main Reaſons and Morives of 
their ſodoing , is, thar every one thinks ir rhe 
ſa'eſt way to defend himſelf from the injurious 
and malicious defigns of others ; for they com- 
monly profeſs that their kuowledg in theſe 
things is abſolurely neceſſary , for their own {e- 


curity. Wherefore they have Teachers to 
effors 


_ 
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feflors in this Science ; and Parents in their la 
Will bequeath ro their Children as rhe greate 
part of their Eftare , thoſe Spirits and Devi's 
thar have been any ways ſerviceable to rhem in 
their life time. Now asto the bequeathing rheik 
Fam:!iars to their Children, rhey conſider it a$ 
the only means to raiſe their Family, ſo thar theY 
excel one another in this Arr , according to rhE 
largeneſs of the Legacies they receive. By which 
it is apparent that every Family hath peculiaf 
Spirits, and of different and quite contrary Na” 
tures from thoſe of others; and as each houſe » 
ſo has each ſingle perſon his particular Spirits, 
ſomerimes one, rwo or more ; bur there area 
ſer number of obſequious Spirirs, beyond which 
none harh. Nevertheleſs ſome of theſe Spirits 
will not engage themſelves withour great Soli- 
citation and earneſt Entreaties, whereas others 
will readily offer themſelves to lirtle Children , 
when they find them capacirated for their turn, 
ſo thar ſeveral of the Inhabitants are almoſt na- 
turally Magicians ; for when the Devil rakes a 
liking to any perſon in his Infancy, as a fir In- 
ftrument for his purpoſes, - he preſently ſeizes 
on him by a Diſeaie, in which he haunts bim 
with ſeveral Apparirions. from wherce accord- 
ing tO the Capacity of his Years and Underftand- 
ing, he knows what belongs ro the Arr. Thoſe 
who are thus raken a {econd time ſee more Vi- 
fions, and gain far greater knowledge. If they 
areſeiz:d a third time, which is ſeldom wirh- 
our great torment or utmoſt danger of their life, 
the Devil appears to them in all his ſhapes, by

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the Drum, he beats with a Conſecrated 
Hammer, ſo ſtrongly, that the Rings dance 


upon it, by the reſting of which upon ſuch, 


a figure,they draw forth an anſwer to what 


they would delire to know ; but if this be 


not ſatisfactory, then the Drummer puts 
himſe!lfby dancing and howling into a vio- 
lent motion, till he falls down, which he 
Cchuſes to do upon his Drum; and then he 
lies without motion and diſturbance, and 
without ſenſe, till he voluntarily riſe again, 
and gives anſwer to what is defired, This 
kind of Divination is chiefly uſed, when 
ſomething at a great diſtance is deſired to 
be known. The Stories are fo frequent,and 
from perſons not over credulous, that 
there is no room left to doubt of what 
they ſay concerning theſe Sorceries. A- 
mong(ſt other Inſtances thereof, this is rela- 
ted by a Perſon of worth and underſtand- 
ing ; who being one time at Dinner with 
his Father, Mother, Brother, Siſter, &c. his 
Fathers knife was miſting upon the ſudden, 


and could not be found, till two years after - 


a Couſin of his returning from being Fa- 
ctor in, or near &apland, brought it with 
him, telling them, that out of curioſity be 
bad employed a Laplander, a pretender t0 
great skill in this Arr, to bring him notice 


.Cf the health and condition of that Family; 
F who 
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who after he had Jain ſometime in this 
now deſcribed manner. brought him news, 
that they were all well,that he found them 
at Dinner ; and that to confirm his Reſa- 
t0n, he brought away that knife, which he 
delivered to the Merchant, and the Mer- 
chant brought home now to his Uncle, 

As I ſaid before, they ſometimes pra- 
ice theſe Sorceries without the Drum, 
uſing inſtead of it commonly Strings or 
Darts, by which they advantage their 
friends, or injure their enemies at their 
pleaſure, The ſtrings they make uſe of ro 
raiſe or quell the Winds, which they ſel 
to Mariners for that purpoſe. They con- 
fiſt commonly of three knots ; the firſt of 
which being untied, affords a favourable 
Wind;the ſecond a brisk Gale;and the third 
a violent Storm; as has been approved to 
the great peril & loſs of ſeveral Seafaring 
perſons, that bave given accountof it in pub- 
lick. By their Darts, which are ſhort Cylin- 


| |ders of Lead;they wound any one who hath 


done them an injury, or their malice puts 
them upon to aflzulc : Theſe are ſaid ro be 
the moſt powerful Charms of any, & upon 
occaſion ro have ſplitRocksJevel'd Moun- 
tains, and ſuch like incredible Exploits, 


They have Matrimony in great venera- 
lon, It being ſeldom known they commit 
Q. 2 Adultery, 
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Adultery, but if ſuch a crime be or.ce dif: 
covered, it is ſeverely puniſhed. Now,when 


ever any man purpoſes to marry, his firſt 
buſineſs is, to make inquiry after a Maid 
well ſtock'd with Rain-Decrs ; for the Laps 
Landers have a Cuſtom of beſtowing upon 
their Children ſoon after the'r Birth, ſome 
certain number of thoſe R477 Deers, and 
their Encreafe 1s accounted Cc not as the 
Parents Eftate, but the -Ct 'd's Portion, 
Thus ſhe, who has the great ..t number of 
them,is in the faireſt way 3) have a Huſ- 
band. Nor have they egard io any 
thing elſe, not minding eir!:er good Breec- 
11g Or Beauty, or other ihe common al 
furements of Wooers.

Beſides, he beſtows 
upon the Brothers ard Siſters, and all the 
Kindred, Silver Spoons, Silver Bctles, and 
ſome .other ſuch knick knacks of Silver ; 
for each of them muſt be preſented with 
ſome gifts by the Bridegroom, if he mean 
to obrain his Bride, But thertime of his 
years Service being expired, be takes ro

Prieſt, ſeeming to go with much reluctance, 
and rhere is married according to the uſual 
Forms. Ia former times Matrimony was 
f.lemnized by the Parents and Friends 
(the Farher ſupplying the place of the 
Fricſt, by firikxing of Flint and Stee]), the 
parte Emblem, as they thought,ofa mar- 
ried life ; for as the Flint conceals within 
it Fire, which by concutfion breaks forth; 
ſo in both Sexes there is life hid, which by 
the mutna! coupling of Marriage,is propa» 
gated at Jait ro be a Jiving Oft-ſpring, 
Po''gamy is not allowed of among them, 
a man being ſuffered to have but one Wife 
ata time, Nor do they contract Wed- 
lock without the conſent of their frierids, 
to whom they refer themſclves wholly 
as to that matter, Thus a ſtoln Wedding 
is never heard of among them, ncither 
| are 
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are they ſuftered to trade for themſelves, 
until rhey have ſerved as Bondſmen their 
Father-in-law for a certain time, which 
Cuſtom does ſeetn to be derived from the 
moſt Primitive T:mes and Nations. 
Peſtilential D:ſtempers are very rarely 
known in this Country, the pureneſs of 
che Air ſtil] correcting the malignity of 
them, when they happen to be introdu- 
ced, Plurifies, inflammations, and Soreneſs 
of the Eyes, they are ſometimes troubled. 
with, which laſt they cure by drinking a 
Decoction of the Root of Moſr, or the 
Stalk of ngelica, in the Whey of the 
Milk of their Rain Deer.They cure wounds 
with no other Oi'ntments or Plaitier than 
that of Roſin, which the Frees ſweat out : 
Ifa Member be berummed with cold, che 
the Cheeſe male of Rain Deers Milk, af- 
fords the preicenteſt Remedy toit; they 
thruſt a red hot Tron into It, end with rhe 
Far of the Cheeſe that iaftantly diſti'- 
from it, they enoint the part atteCted,wir:: 
incredible ſucceſs; and when troubled 
wich any Pains or Aches in their Joynts, 
or Body, as the Gour; Cramp, Sciatica, or 
the Ike, they eaſe and cure them by ap- 
plying a Cauſtick of the flame of any 
Chips to the att-cted place, Diſeaſes be- 
ng thus rare among them, and the Reme-

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dies ſo eaſje, they live to an extream old 
Age : many being known to live to above 
a hundred years old, and moſt uſually at- 
tain to Seventy, Eighty, and Ninety years, 
& at this Age are ſtil] ſufficiently brisk and 
Iively, able to manage their bulineſs with 
expedition, to take a Journey, to Courſe 
through Woods and Mountains, and per- 


_ form other ſuch toil ard labour, with 


great vigour ; ſeldom do they grow grey, 
and that not till the yery laſt declenſion of 
their Ape ; and it is found, that more of 
them are diſpatched by old Age, than Dif- 
eaſes, 

But when they perceive any one near 
Death,. they ſend either for the Prief}, if 
near at hand, to prepare him for his Dil- 
ſolution, or elſe for a Magician, who is 
ſaid to be able to reſolve them by his 


Drums, of the very hour and manner of 


any mans Death, In caſe he dies, they 
fancy his Soul is reſtleſs till his Body be 
buried, which for that reaſon they do 
with all poſſible haſt, commonly carryirg

"THE Iſlands of Fero are only many 
high Rocks and Mountains covered 
with thin Ezrth, of about rwo foot deep, 
e894 dlviced from each other by repid 
freams of deep water: Partof them are 
PHaDITed, and part Rocked with Cite;

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the Account whereof, with their Havens, 
Creeks, Inlets, and other Circumitances, 
toke as followeth, 

They are Seventeen in number ; Fagloe, 
or Fowle-Iſland, about two Engliſþ Miles 
in breadrch, and three in length. 2, Sw#9 
in which is a pleaſant Valley of a mile 11 
length. 3. YVederoe, fix Miles long, and 
three broad. 4. Bordoe, fix Miles in length 
5. Kine is along and narrow Iſland, much 
of the ſame bigneſs as Bordoe, 6. Kalſoe *; 
ſeven Miles ſong, & near two Miles broad, 
7, Ofteroc is almoſt twenty Miles in length, 
but unequal in breadth; for ſome places are 
two miles broad, ochers four or fix Milet 
broad, according as the points fſtretc! 
themſelves far out. 8. Fromoe twenty fout 
Miles long, and eight broad, heing the 
largeſt of the Feroe Iſlands, and contains 
the Town of Thor ſhaven, the Metropolis 
and place of greateſt Trade of them - 2!1;

Herrings were found is above two hun- 
dred fathoms high, being carried thithee 
by a Whirl-wind.

Skzo three 
Miles long, and one broad. 14 Forcate- 
men, or Great Dam, is almoſt round, being 
a good Mile in Diameter, with a big 
Territory, for the molt parr flat and 
green, above with great Clefis. rourd 
abour. 13, Lille- D:emen, a (mall Iſland, 
whereon feed a vaſt number of wild Sheep; 
16.. Suderoi, twenty Miles long, and eight 
broad,. having a very good lictle harbour 
ford, having a bowed Creek, where there 
is one of the beſt, Havens in Fero, called 
called Panthaven, And laſtly, 17. Vaagf+ 
Lerec, Belides,four little Iſles, or Holmes, 
namely, Tintholm, Mug geneſholm, Troleho- 
fred, and Lilly-Diemen, whjch attord only 
Pafture for wild Sheep, with ſeveral other 
ſmaller Holms, whereof the moſt nece(- 
ſary to be known by Mariners are Hof- 
frig ſholm, Kirckbockvoim, and Combochoim. 

The Air of thele Iflands is temperare in 
all ſeaſons, not over-hot in Summer, nor {9 
Violent cold in Winter, as to cauſe Ice in 
any. of the Bays, and withal whclſom, =

free from all Contagious Diſeaſes, unleſs 
introduced by Strangers; fo that the In- 
habirznts generally attain to a very long, 
life : Yet the Scurvey, the Leprofie, and 
a- ſort of Feveriſh Diftemper, by the [n- 
babirants called Lanafarforo, are Epidemi- 
cal Diſeaſes, which reign in moſt of theſe 
Iflands, but rarely prove mortal. Beſides, 
the Inhabitants are exceedingly ſubject to 
Rheums, which occeſion Coughs and. 
Head-achs, which they nevertheleſs cure 
by drinking ſome Whey, as hot as they 
can bear it. Thunder they never hear in 
Summer, but offen in Winter, Spring and 
Autumn, and that- too attended with vio- 
lent Storms, | 

The Fertility of thefe Iflands 1s not 
over great, they affording hardly any 
other grain than Barley, whereof, never- 
theleſs a Tun of Seed will commonly yieid 
twenty or thirty Tun of grain. Burt their 
Paſture-grounds- abound in good and 
ſweet Graſs, and.thoſe ſtockt with as large 
and fat Oxen, as ſhall be ſeen in any other 
part of Exrope. 

Theſe Iſlands do likewiſe abound in all 
ſorts of Medicinal herbs, as Scurvey-grais; 
Water-crefles, Sorrel, Angelica ; as alſo 
Raaix Rhoaia, which is no where met 
with. in ſuch. abundance , as ' upon the 
| Banks 
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Banks of Running Streams and Lakes in 
theſe Iſlands. Thus they want nothing re- 
quiſie for the cure of ſuch Diſtempers as 
the Natives are moſt ſubject to, 

Great plenty, and variety of Fowl is 
here to be found, as Doves, Stares, Owls, 
Sparrow-Hawks, Crows , Grillins, and 
Ravens, as wel] white, as others. The 
Sea-Fowl with them in moſt requeſt is 
a kind of Teal, about the bigneſs of a 
Crow, with a Jong, round, and yellow 
Bill. The Eyder (a ſort of Duck, which 
yields the Eyder Down) is « Bird pecu- 
liar to theſe Iſlands, and which uſually 
pulls the Down from her o:vn Breaſt ro 
make her Neit witha!l., When ker young 
one are fledg'd and fled, the Natives take 
away the Down, and change Ic for uſe. 
But if the Feathers be pulFd off by man, 
they rot away forthwith, and are of no 
uſe. Another re markable Fowl they 
have by them, called [mbrim, with a long 
Neck. and Beak, the B:ick grey, and 
chequerd with w hire ſpors, with a white 
Ring about the Neck : This Bird his two 
holes under her Wings, each large enough 
to hol4 an Egg; here *ius thought ſhe 
hatches rwo Eggs at once, being never 
ſeen with above two young ones 2t a 


| time, nor known to come alhore. 
| Ite 
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The neighbouring Seas do provide the 
Natives with Cod, Whiting, large Floun- 
ders, Martsa kind of Pilchards, of which 
ſuch ſtore,that the Havens and Creeks are 
filled wich them, beſides, Seals, Grind 
Whales, Morſſes,, and Dogfiſh,though their 


fiſhingTrade is much decayed of Jare years 


to what it was formerly. 

Theſe Iſlands were firſt inhabited by 
Norwegians about the year 840. and ſo the 
Norwegian tongue was for a long while 


generally ſpoke, though of late years the 


Daniſh Diale& has much prevailed. 

The people are humble and civil to one 
another,and eſpecially Courteous to Stran- 
gers ; Loyal,and liberal in their Contribu- 
tions to the Government, and Charitable 
to the Poor : they are moderate and fru- 
gal in their Dyer, which is chiefly on Milk, 
Fiſh, Gruel, and Fleſh. They dry both 
their Fleſh and Fiſh in the Wind, having 
Wind: houſes for that purpoſe, when the 
fleſh is dryed, they boyl it in Water, and 
thicken the Broth wirhBarley Meal; wbich 
is reckon'd one of their greateſt Delicacles. 

As for their Apparel, the Men wear 
woollen ſhirts, flannel Trowces, and Waſt- 
coats, with fhort looſe Coats of the ſame, 
Tie Worgen rich and poor, go all alike, 
in firzir Gowns without skirts, Their 
SOM» 
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Stomachers are commonly large, and a- 
dorn'd wich thin gingling guilt plates of 
Tin. Their Shoes have no ſoles, but have 
pieces of leather drawn together ar the 
Heels and Toes, and faiſtned with a ſtring, 
or ribband about the Ancle, and are of 


Sheep-*kin for the Women, and tenn'd- 


Neats l-arher for che M-n. They lie on 
Beds of Hay, overſpread wich pieces of 
flannel]. 


Theſe People were firſt Converted to 


Chriſtianity in'the year 1009. by S:g:{229.14 
Br iſt yon, a Native of Fero, who was ſent 
by che King of Denmark into his own 
' Country for that purpoſe, Immediately 
afrer the Augsbourg Conteiſion was rece!- 
ved in Denmark, ard Norway, it was eſtab- 
Iithed in Fero, theſe Ilinds contarring art 
this day thirty nine Pariſhes, whic® are 
all officiated by Miniſters of the Lutheran 
Religion. Bzhhdes Szndajs, Holy-days, and 
the uſual days of Prayer, as in otner pla- 
ces, they annually obſerve fix peculiar 
days of Prayer, three in Aſcenſion week, 
and three in Aichaelmas week, They nave 
one publick School endowed by King Cz77- 
| ftran the 4.. and NVich las Trolls, Vice-Ad- 
- miral of D-amark. 

As to the Government of theſe Ifl :nds, 
It is divided into the ſix D;ftricts of Nor- 
aeroe, 
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deroe, Oſt aroe,Stromoe, Waaegee,Sandoe, and 
Sanorce. Each of theſe Diſtricts has a 
Sheriff, who fits as Judge, and determines 
all Cauſes and Controverſies of lefs mo- 
ment. The Laws of Norway are the Laws 
of theſe Iſlands. They having none pecu- 
liar of their own. 

The Eccleſiaſtical affairs are governed 
by a Synod of the Prieſts and Miniſters, 
who meet and fit once a year. Out of the 
whole Synod one is Elected to preſide 0- 
yer the reſt, with the title of Provoſt. 

The Principal Commodities theſe IHlands 
afford, are Skiss, Feathers, Tallow, Train- 
oy], and Stockings ; upon all which there 
is a particular price ſet, Stockins are the 
chief ſtaple Commodity they have, in the 
making of which, all the Inhabitants of all 
Conditions are conftrained to employ them- 
ſelves for the getting a lively-hood, which 
the ſmallneſs of their Incomes, their 
ſlender poſleflions, and inconfſiderable ſti- 
pends, would hardly otherwiſe afford. 

As for the Ile of Schertland, which many 
will have to be the Ancient Thule, ir lies 
about ſixty Degrees,& a few odd Minutes 
of Northern Jatitude; and has nothing very 
| obſervable, the manners of its Inbabirants, 
the natuac of its Soyl, the temperature of 
ItsAir &c, being much the ſame as in//el/and, 
Of 
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Of Tjeland. 


ra mk is an Iſle in the Deucalidonian Seas, 
ſcituate under the Artick Circle, at 13 
Degrees, and 3o min, of longitude, and 
65 deg. and 44 min. of latitude; being 
bounled on the Eaſt with the Northern O- 
cean ; on the South with the Dexcaledonian 
Sea 3 on the North and Weſt, with the 
frozen Sea of Greenland. 

The Diſcovery of this Iſland was firſt 
made by one Naadoc; who ſayling near 
the Coaſts of the Fero Iflands, was by a 
ſtorm forc'a upon the Northern parts of this 
Iſland, which by reaſon of the abundance 
of Snow, wherewith the Country was then 
covered, he called Syee/and. Aﬀer that, it 
was a ſecond time diſcovered by a Sweedifh 
Marriner called Gardar, who called it Gar- 
darſholm, after his own name, and finally 
diſcovered by one Flocco a Norwegian Py- 
rate, who called it /ſc/ana, from the vaſt 
quantities of Ice in it, and abour it; being 
frozen continually for the ſpace of Elgar 
months,and ſo vehemently chilled with the 
Northern winds, that it yicldeth neither 
Corn nor Trees, except Juniper cnly, 


Ingulph, 
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Ingulph a Norwegian Baron,ls ſaid to have 
brought the firſtInhabitants into thisI{land, 
in the yea r874. though there is reaſon to 
believe it was peopled before that time, & 
known too,by the Evgliſh and Iriſh,it being 
acknowledged, that the Ancient Jſelau- | 
ders, called the Iriſh Pape), and the Weſtern | 
part of their Ifle, as moft frequented by 
Iriſh Merchants Papey. Beſides,there is ſtill 
ſeveralremains and monuments of Idolatry 
in this Iſland, which ſhow its ancient Inha- 
bitants to bave been Pagans, whereas the 
Danes and Norwegzans at the time of their 
firſt ſetling there were Chriſtians; 

The modern Natiyes are for the moſt 
part plain and ſimple, iiving 6n what is #1- 
ven them by nature, without the help of 
Art, more then that of making Cheeſe and 
Butter: the Mountains ſerving them for 
Towns, and the Rivers for Drink,and they 
quarter with their Horſes and their Oxen 
under one and the ſame roof. As they do 
not ſtand in need of either Phyfick or Phy- 
ſician, ſo newher 'do they uſe any, their 
remperance in meat end drink, and the na- 
turally ſtrong conſtitution of their Bodies 
enabling many of them to <«ttain ro the 
age of 150 years, and more, Nay, Olans 
Magnus affirms they commonly live to the 
age of three hundred vears, and Blykenns 
re- 
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reports, that he ſaw a man in 7/e/and, who 
told him that he had then lived two hund- 
red years, 

Their hahitations are for the moſt part 
of timber, roofed with flags or turfs, with 
a hole on the ſide of the roof to let in their 
light ; though in their Ciries of Hola and 
Shalholr, inſtead of Tiles, they make uſe of 
fr-boards. But in their Hutrs ſcatter'd up 
' and down the Country, the [ſelanders and 
their Cattle have the ſame lodging for the 
poorer ſort of the Inhabitants, being deſtt- 
tute of Wood and Turf, and not able to pur- 
chaſe fuel from abroad, are forced in the 
extremity of Winter ro betake themſelyes 
to a corner of their Ox-itails, and there 
borrow warmth from their Cattle, 

The food of the lſelanders is upon Beef, 
Mutton, and the like, with moſt ſorts of 
Foul, which they have in great abundance, 
the truth | is, they have no variety of Sau- 
ces, but the ſharpneſs of the air furniſheth 
them with ſtomachs which need none. 
Fiſh they have great plenty of, and which 
dried, is indeed their only bread, and their 
Ling is ſo excellent, that even with us it 
Is counted one of our greateſt Dainrties, 

Their moſt common Drink is Whey, 
which is generally ſo good, that an ounce 
of it will yery well bear half an Ounce of 
Water. 
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Water. They have alſo a fort of Mead, 
made of Barley flower, and a Honey-comb 
boyled in' Water, and another liquor iquee- 
zed out of a certain reddiſh Berry, pecu- 
liar to this Iſle. But though they have 
neither Ale, Bear, nor Wine,they can make 
a ſhift to be ſumptuous, nay, profuſe in 
their Revels and Banquets, for we read 
that Theodore, and Thorwald ( Brethren and 
Citizens of Hraltedat in North Tſeland) lo- 
lemnizing the Funerals of their Father 
FHialta, entertained twelve hundred Per- 
ſoris for fourteen days together at a Bane 
que: ; and at the departure of h's Gueſts 
made 'em alt preſents, every one ſuitable 
to his quality ; many more inſtances have 
they of the ſame kind. 

They bave little mony in 7/eland, what 
they have is Daniſh, but that in very ſmall 
* quantity ; bartering one Commuadity for 
another, being their method of buying 
and ſelling, as it was of all other Nations 
in the Non-age of Commerce. 

The principalCommodities of thisCoun- - 
try are Whalebone, which they have in 
ſuch abundance, that many of *em make 
Houſes of ir, and the only Bridge in the 
Iſland is framed of the ſame matter, they 
alſo formerly exported vaſt quantities of 
Beef, Mutton, Butter and the like, _ - 

uy 
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ſtill, dryed Fiſh, and Brimſtone, the great 
Veins whereof do feed and nouriſh the 
flames of Mount Heela, which is one of 
the greateit Yulc ances in the Univerſe, it 
belches forth by firs ſuch inundations of 
fire, as menace the whole Iſle with a gene- 
ral conflagration, vomiting not only flame 
& fiery Coals, bur large torrents of water, 
which burn like Brandy, or Aqua-vite. 
Ar other times it caſts forth ſtupendious 
quantities of Cinders and pumice ſtones, 
inſomuch that it darkneth che Sun. The 
Weſt wind occaſions its greatelt outrages ; 
ſo that when the wind blows moderately 
. from that quarter, the People of the adJa- 
cent Plains, knowing the ſafeſt paſſages to 
the Mountain, crow'd vp to the myurh of 
the furnace, where they find their Diver- 
ſion by throwing great ſtones into the 
flames, which return them with as great 
violence as a barrel of Gunpowder blows 
up the ſlites of a Houſe, Whereby a man 
runs great danger in approaching ihe flames 
who isnot perfely acquainted with eve- 
ry part of the muuntain, for he not only 
runs the riſque of deing knocked on the 
bead with ſume of thote ſtones which fre- 
quently comes to paſs, but alſo the ground 
does ſurprizingly open, and the flames 
ſwallow up men alive, Of this and two 

Other 
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other Mountains in this Iſland called Helga 
and /a Croix, more ſtrange circumſtances 
are related, than what are ſaid of e£rna, 
many of the filly ſuperſtitious Inhabirants_ 
believing that underneath ir is Hell.and the 
abode of the damned,&ſome do confidently 
report that they have frequentlyſeen whole 
Herds of Devils throng into the mouth of 
the furnace with their Burthens of damn'd 
Souls, and having eas'd their ſhoulders, re- 
turn for a new leading. Nay,they will con- 
fidently pretend to know the very day that 
any Battle is fought in any part of the 
world, by obſerving the more than uſual 
importation of Souls on ſuch days. Ano- 
ther place of Torments the Natives do i- 
magine to be under the Rocks on the Sea 
Coaſts, and the claſhing of the Ice againſt 
the ſhoar, and banks, makes ſuch a noiſe, 
as they take for the howling of the 


| damn'd. There is alſo faid to be a Foun- 


| fain in //eland, which petrefies immediate- 
| Iy whatever is thrown into it; fo rhatifa 
man takes a long pole, and ſtick part of it 
into the bottom of the lake, that part of 
the ſtaff which iticks in the Earth, will pre- 
ſent]y be turned into Iron, the middle into 
Stone, and the uppermoſt part. remain 
Wood, which came not into the water, the 
ſame Authors write of another lake there 
which 
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which ſends forth ſuch peſtiferous exhala- 
tions, as poyſon the Birds which flie thar 
way. 

The modern language of 1ſe/ana, is the 
true old Daniſh Tongue, uſed in ancient 
inſcriptions, and other monuments of XK#- 
nick learning, which has been preſerved 
Chaſt and pure to this day in /ſe/and, by 
reaſon of the little Commerce they have 
had with other Nations. 


Iſeland was formerly divided into four | 


Provinces, called Eaſt, Weſt, North, and 
Soxth Tſeland, from the four quarters of 
the World : Each of theſe Provinces was 
ſubdivided into three |: ſſzr Diſtricts, except 
Norta //e/and, being larger, into four. E- 
very Diſtrick had in it three publick 
Courrs of Judicature, and ten or more 
Ureppar,or Conſtable Wards, the Govern- 
men! of che Iſle was Ar/ſtocratical till the 
year 1260. when being brought under the 
Crow.: of Norway, it fince followed the 
fortunes of it in all Changes of Church and 
Srate made ſubieCct with it to the Kings of 
Deymark, together with it reformed in 
matters of Religion according to the Con- 
fefſi 1 ar Azugs/»»rg, retaining ſtill their Bi- 


ſhops with a liinited power, and turning the 


Revenues of their eight Religious Houſes 
of Pingore, Remeſtede, Modur, and Monke- 


wire, 
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nire, uder the Government and jurifdicti- 
jon of the Biſhop of 7alar; and thoſe of 
Videy, Pernebar, Kirckebar, and Sk:aae,un- 
der the Biſhop of $ch4/50lr unto other u- 
ſes, according to the will and pleaſure of 
their Lords of Denmark, 

But their Gods 1n the time of their Pae 
ganiſm, were, 1, Thor, who is ſaid to havc 
come out of Aſia, with his Father Woden, 
and is anſwerable to 7zpiter amoryg -the 
Romans, and gave name to our Thyrſday, 
in /ſeland called Thorſday, and by the Ger- 
mans Doad:raag, that is, the Thanderers 
day, Which ſignifies the ſame thing. 2. Wo- 
aen, or Oden ; the Captain of rhe Aſans, 
who firſt peopled. theſe Northery Coun: 
treys. From him the 7ſ/elanders call the 
fourth day of the week Oadens dagnr, and 
we Weaducſday, Beſides theſe two, we 
ſometimes read of Freyer, one of Wodens 
Companions, and Friga, Wod:ns Spouſe 
(whence our Fryday with ſeveral others 
of leſs note.) They haye but two Cities, 
and thoſeno better than our Ordiaary Vil- 
lages, yer the Seats of their two Bithops; 
the firſt is Zogin, the ſecond is Shalholr, 
their other places of any note are {7atter:- 
fore, a Haven Town, where under tens 
the Datch Merchants bartec their Com- 
modiries, and befide a Calile, the ordizary

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Reſidence of the Governor for the Kings 
of Denmark. 

As for their Court of Judicature, it 1s 
neld once a year in a pleaſant Plain in the 
middle of //e/ana, where twelve men lear- 
ned in the Laws of clara, having heard 
all the Plaintiffs and Defendants have to 
ſay , pronounce ſentence, and decide the 
Controverſies. And have power to deter- 


mine all Civil Cauſes, and pronounce Con-. 


demnation as they think convenient againſt 
- all Criminals. Such as receive ſentence 
of Death, as Adulterers, Murderers, and 
Notorious Thieves, are beheaded ; leſs 
Miſdemeanors and Onences are marked in 
the Fore-head with an hot Icon. 


Of Freexland, or Frijeland. 


froſts unto which it is ſubject, lies 
South-weſt of Tſeland in 6o degrees, more 
Weſterly than any part of £Exrope ; It 18 
ſaid to be little leſs in extent than England; 
being a ragged and high ſand, its mountains 
covered with Snow, and the Coalt ſo full 
of grift Ice, that it is almoſt inacceſſible.

| fora {> called from the continual 
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20 hours; nevertheleſs the Soll is ſo cold 
and barren, that it produceth neither Corn 
nor fruir, Fiſh being the principal, and al- 
moſt only Food of the Inhabitants, and as 
it is their Focd, ſo it is the chief Commo- 
dity the Country does afford, there being 
good fiſhing every where upon the Coaſt. 

It was firſt diſcovered tous by Nicolas and 
Antonio Zaui, two Venetian Gentlemen 
that were here Shipwrackt, Our Sea- 
men in their ſoundings brought up a ſort of 
Pale Cora], and little ſtones clear as Chry- 
ſtal. They called it Weſi-England, and one 
of the higheſt Mountains Charing Croſs. 
The chief Town is called Friezland by the 
name of the Ifland ; fituate on the Eaft. 
ern ſhore of ir, Beſides we find ſome o0- 
thers in the Maps as Saneſtel, Ocebar, Cava- 
ra, Sorand, and ſome more very inconfide- 
rable. Andnow let us proceed on to Green- 

land. 


Of Greenland.

others, by Antiphrafis, for that it's never 
green, by reaſon of _ ſharpueſs of Win- 
rer;. 
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ea, extends from 65, to 7, degrees of

In the moſt Southern paris is 21 hours and 


a half; and in the moſt MNorthern they 
have no night for three months and two 
weeks. The length of it is not known, nor 
whether it be an Iſland or a Continenr, 
being chiefly frequented for the benefic 
of the Whale fiſhing. The chief Cotamo- 
dities are Fiſh, white Bears, wild Deer,and 
ſome ſtore of Cattel there bred. The 
greateſt part of the people dwell in Caves, 
and delight to a high «egree in Necroman- 
cy Other Lands there be,-but not of any 
note, nor hardly worth the Claiming of 
the Crown of Denmark.
